China Declares 
Russia Stirred 
Border Trouble

TOKYO (AP)-Rcd China ac- 


cused the Russians today of try- 
ing to subvert a district govern- 
ment of its uranium-rich Sinkiang 
Province and of stirring up trou- 
ble along their common border 
in 19GO, It said thousands of Chi- 
nese were lured or forced into the 
Soviet Union and are still there. 


Furthermore, the blast over Pe- 


king Radio charged that Premier 
Khrushchev in 1958 "put forward 
unreasonable demands designed 
to bring China under Soviet mili- 
tary 
control." These 
demands 


were not explained. 


But Peking was more specific 


about what it says has been going 
on in Sinkiang, the remote prov- 
ince in northwest China where 
Moscow in 1950 won the right to 
exploit various minerals including 
uranium, used in the manufacture 
of nuclear weapons. 


A Chinese language version said 


the Russians 
admitted tens of 


thousands of Chinese into Soviet 
territory last year in an attempt 
to overthrow the Chinese admin- 
istration of Hi, a district in Sinki- 
ang. 


Presumably they would be used 


as a fifth column in Hi, once con- 
trolled by czarist Russia. 


An English language broadcast, 


however, spoke of Soviet subver- 
sive activity in Hi and called it 
an example of "how the leaders 
of the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union have sabotaged chi- 
nese-Soviet unity." 


"In April and; May, 1962," Pe- 


king said in the English broad- 
cast, "the CPSU used their or- 
gans and personnel in Sinkiang, 
China, to carry out 
large-scale 


subversive activities in the Hi re- 
gion and enticed and coerced sev- 
eral tens of thousands of Chinese 
citizens into going to the Soviet 
Union."

HUNTSVILLE. Ala. AP) - A 


state-city showdown loomed here 
tod'ay over school desegregation. 
The Huntsville. Board of Educa- 
tion defied an executive order by 
Gov. George Wallace closing four 
schools scheduled for integration 
this morning and said all schools 
were open. 


The school board directed ap- 


proximately 24,000 pupils to re- 
port for classes. 


Wallace had ordered the 
four 


schools scheduled for integration 
to remain closed until Monday. 


It was the same action the gov- 


ernor took four days ago to ston 
the opening of a sdiool in Tusk- 
egoe, also under federal court or- 
der to integrate. 


Again, as at Tuskegee, state 


troopers were on duty at the four 
Huntsville schools more than an 
hour before classes were sched- 
uled lo begin. 


Each of the three elementary 


schools and one junior,high school 
are under directives from the fed- 
eral courts to admit one Negro 
pupil for this term. 


There was no immediate com- 


ment from the city school super- 
intendent, Dr. Raymond Christian. 


While state troopers blocked the 


entrance to the four schools, city 
police cruised 
back and forth, 


but there was no indication of any 
effort to force their way through 
the lines of troopers.
